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ChinessmStudent goes underground 



TORONTO (CUP) 
—Taiwanese secret agents 
operating in Canada have tried 
to persuade scholars from 
Mainland China to defect to 
Taiwan, according to the 
Chinese embassy in Ottawa. 
Biit, at the same tune, it appears 
China is abducting its own 
citizens.' 

Strange events surround the 
departure of ' one Chinese 
scholar to China and the defec- 
tion of two others at the Univer- 
. sity of Toronto studying with 
the China-Canada Educational 
Program. 

The Taiwanese agents created 
problems for Chen Zhen Jian, a 
scientist from China, who has 



worked in the federal 
agriculture department for the 
past two years. Chen planned a 
trip to Tokyo to visit his 
Taiwanese uncle. On November 
27, 1982, Chen went to the 
Chinese embassy in Ottawa, 
purportedly to obtain his visa. 
He was never seen again in 
Canada and did not arrive in 
Tokyo. 

Although the Chinese em- 
bassy rejects accusations of kid- 
napping as "fabrications and 
slander," the People's Republic 
has a history , of seizing its 
citizens while thè/rç travelling 
abroad. 

An embassy duty-officer, 
who refused to reveal his name, 
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said of Chen's case, "the word 
kidnapping is not true. Chen 
was paid by the Chinese govern- 
ment. He was at the end of his 
term in Canada. Everything 
happened according to 
schedule." 

The question is: why didn't 
Chen go to Tokyo to meet his 
uncle? And why did he fly to 
China throuugh Paris? The em- 
bassy claims Chen changed his 
plans out of fear for his safety, 
that Taiwanese agents were 
threatening him. 

According to Denis Stimp- 
son, China desk officer at the 
ministry of external affairs: 
"He had expressed concern 



over a Taiwanese Mata Hari. 
He was worried abut going to 
Tokyo because of some 
Taiwanese set-up." 

Stimpson says there have 
been complaints of such agents . 
operating in this country to 
"subvert and undermine China- 
Canada relations," but he 
noted that as long as they act 
legally nothing can be done. 

Meanwhile, the RCMP, who 
were investigating this case, 
have refused comment on 
Chen's return to China and on 
the appearance of Taiwanese 
agents in Canada. 

While the mystery remains, 
the Chinese embassy in Ottawa

/ tent: Minister of Defence Gilles Lamontagne announced 
yesterday that he was opening the military to the army of 
unemployed. Recruits wjllj^e channeled into special training 
. and job creation progrâîiïs/br regular service. He déhièd that 
this drastic increase in Canada's standing army represents an ui>- 
surge in military sentiment. 

Certainly, the federal govermnent's latest hand-out to the jobless 
is enticing, especially when Q'uétiecîs^SSën^Io index has sur- 
passed that of Newfoundland.- There are iOOldbO persons out-of- 
work m greater Montréal alone; most of them are our age. 

The line-ups of young unemployed at the Aimed Forces recruiting station on 
St. Catherines aheady trail halfway around the block. People are tired of picking 
up their unemployment benefit cheques: they'd rather line up for their gun and 
their greens. 

Instead of days of inactivity brightened by the once-a-month trip to a govern- 
ment office, the military offers the security of routine. Its tight schedule implies 
productivity, a sense of getdhg things^nel^ - 
Yet therecent swelling in military ranks is a disturbing reminder of the 
pdst-1940's fallacy that only a war could get the market booming after that other 
Great Depression. ; ■ - . 

If a war is not possible just yet, the government is hinting that we can at least 
getreadyfbronfc : ' .

discipUm^Thrlast'^quality in itself seems to be a marketable skill: .

•. correlate the issiies we discuss and'think about — male^clwuvinism, rape, por- 
nography, sexual harrassment — to the person we are fucking?) 

Saying it is necessary, but it cannot suffice. As members of a community of in- 
tellectuals in an "institution of higher learning" we can all be articulate. So 
what?

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Cruise is First Strike Weapon 



We would like to respond to the letter 
advocating the continued production of 
the cruise missile (January 14). 

There are several misconceptions or 
oversimplifications cbncernitig,-the 
nature and features of the cruisirmissUe 
expressed in the letter. It states that the 
cruise is a deterrent by virtue of its radar 
invisibility, yet it should be obvious that 
this and several other featurs of the 
cruise make it a first strike weapon; The 
introduction of first- strike weapons 
completely alters the picture of the 
nuclear ùms race, as stated in recent 
Project Ploughshares literature:" "Each 
side suspecting surprise attack from the 
other would be tempted to fire first to 
prevent: their missiles from, being 
destrb;^ in their silos... A pre-emptive 
strike would be viewed as limiting the 
other side's capacity. to retaliate and of- 
fer the best chance of keeping one's own 
damage to 'acceptable' levels." We are 
not saying that the U.S. would be 
responsible for the irrational act of in- 
itiating nuclear exchange, but the 
presence of the cruise missile heightens 
the possibility of accidental initiation. 

The primary use of the cruise would 
be in the initiation of nuclear exchange, 
be it accidental or pre-determined. Thus, 
the respo^nsibiHty.forfsuch an exchange 
cannot lie wholly with thé Soviet Union 



as the letter implies. The letter also states 
that the Soviet Union's "Track record 
speaks for itself." After researching the 
issue we cannot help but agree. "The 
Dept. of Defense in the U.S. in response 
to allegations . that the^SovietSjLhave 
broken agreements, statedlin^îi^sum- 
rher of 1980 that Soviet compliance per- 
formance under 14 arms control 
agreements has bèen good." Thus we 
feel that the U.S. should more seriously 
consider recent Soviet proposal s on 
arms limitation. We do not completely 
condone the Soviet Union's actions 
behind the Iron Curtain (which may be 
viewed as the maintenance of a border 
border buffer zone rather than expan- 
sionistic policy).

McGill's employees will be joining a 
general ]; strike by Québec university 
workmgjUwj^embers.of; the .Common 
Fron^nâ^arious ' jo'ther unions in- 
cluding'^jnurses. The Common Front 
unites public sector workers in the* 
Québec Federation of Labour, the Con- 
fédération des syndicats nationaux and 
the Centrale de l'enseignement au

the strike's goal is to convince the- 
govemment to Avititdràw the laws impos- 
ing contracts on the Unions and to return

to the bargaining table and conclude 
. negotiated collective agreements. 
250,000 picketen 
From January 26th " on, more and 
more' workers will go on strike each day 
— by the 31st almost 250,000 workers 
wilKbe^out.- McGill's workers will pro- 
bably be among the last to hit the picket 
lines. 

The Québec government's contracts 
with its employees last three ; years. 
When contracts expire, unions represen- 
ting them in the three union centrals 
(union alliances) negotiate with the 
government as a "Common Front". 

University workers have their own 
"front", though they usually follqw.the^ 
Common Front's lead. They negotiate 
with the Conference of Rectors, a 
grouping of university administrations. 



The Common Front's contract was 
due to expire January I ; the university 
sector contract was scheduled to expire 
December 1, 1982. They didn't. Instead 
the government, taking advantage of its 
special position as an employer abhKO' 
impose laws on its employees,-'put Bill 
I OS and Bill 70 into effect. 

Bill 105 extended the Common 
Front's contract for three years, with 
government-imposed conditions and a 
19.45 per cent pay cut over. the first three 
months. Bill -70 extended the university 
workers' contract for three months^ with 
an identical pay cut, the conditions of 
their old icqntract were simply extended. 

By goverhment decree the unions are 
now under new contracts — according 
to the Labour Code, strikes are illegal 
while a contract is in effect. 

Talk, talk,, talk 

.For the Common Front this legisla- 
tion came at the end of long and difficult 
negotiations. Workery were asked to 
forget a contraa they had already signed 
with the government and accept wage 
cuts instead. 

The Common Front refused. By the 
end of Novemberi^^asr willing to accept 
a wage freeze in return forgiurantees of 
job security and job crnition^ The 
government refused. 

The government insisted that with a 
S3 billion deficit, .it couldn't afford 
anything but \yage reductions. Bill, 70 , 
had^already been passed and the govern- 
ment threatened to put it into effect. 

University-level negotiations went 
nowhere^ as both sides waited to see 
whether Bill 70 -would be imposed. 
Then, as now, botli sides were really 
waiting for the results of negotiations 
between the Common Front and the' 
government. Each planned to imitate its 
counterpart in the larger negotiations. 
. McGiil is part of the Service 
Employees Union/FTQ Loc|iI 298, 
which provided .M<|GUl!s^ ten- 
nian negotiating ^nmime^ili^â^p^ 
fessional negotiator, Pierre Bisson. He 
said he was involved in "sterile discus- 
sions". 

Hikes & cuts 

The government put Bill 70 into effect 
for the university sector December 1, 
1982. A few weeks later, members of the 
National Assembly voted themselves 
hefty pay raises. 

Bill 70 was an obvious warning to the 
Conimbh Front, that it could expect the 
sarne treatment as the university 
workers. Bill 70 went into effect without 
negotiations between the government 
and the unions. Officially, the univer- 
sities never asked the government to im- 
pose the Bill's conditions on their 
employees. 

On January 1 members of the Com- 
mon Fron^ were hit with the even more 
drastic Bill 105. Bill 105 sets their con- 
tract for the next three years. For the 
next tliree months workers will earn 
almost 20 per cent less than they did un- 
til December 31, 1982. Beginning April 
1 , workers will earn five per cent less and 
on January 1, 1984 will finally reach 
1982 wage levels again. By that time, 
presumably, inflation will have taken its 
toll.bn the real value of their incomes. 
■ According to Local 298's Bisson, at 
Christmas assemblies, McGill workers 
"didn't believe what had happened to

them.". When tney returned from~the 
holidays .with post-Christmas bills and 
got their first reduced pay cheques of the 
new year, he stahed getting phone calls 
from angry. mëmbëfs^Public sectoir 
workers all'.'bver Québec had similar, 
reactions. ' " 

Militant morass 
, Activists in the McGill 'union have 
^ hoped for that angry reaction In- thdr 
membership which has not been very 
militant up till now. During j.j)rovince- 
wide 24-hour walkout in^^ovember, to 
protest stalled negotiations, the picket 
lines were so small many students didn't 
realise McGill workers had gone out. 

Since the new contract is still suppos- 
ed to expire on March 1, negotiations 
have started again between the unions 
and the universities. Progress was so 
slow, however, that a conciliator was ap- 
pointed. • ■ ^S^^^- 

"Management hasn't backed^oown 
one inch," one member of the union 
negotiating committee said last week. . 

"The general objective is to be able to 
manage the university prdiperiy in the 
framework of continuing budgetary 
restraint," McGill's negotiator Hugh 
Mitchell says. 

This translates into management em- 
phasis on "mobility and productivity". 
There is only a commitment to what it 
calls "employment security". This 
"security" is a giiaranteed transfer of 
employees who have worked at least two 
years if their jobs are eliminated, but in- 
cludes the right to give them an inferior 
position or fire theiti if they refuse^ Bill 
105 has already given'hospital manage-, 
meht that right -over their employees. 
. ' • Security 

The unions are asking for "job securi- 
ty" in case of eliminations. Transfers 
would only be made to jobs at the same 
level. Their monetary demand is an an- 
nual increase of less than six per cent 
over this and the next two years. "Next 
to nothing," the same member of thé 
negotiating committee calls it. 

"The universities arc waiting for 
messages' from the Québec 
government," Bisson says. He accuses 
them -of negotiating in bad faith. His 
impression is that instead of making any 
serious moves to a settlement now the 



universities are waiting for one in the 
public sector. 

The universities would be fools not to. 
They know that the last contract settle- 
ment, in 1979, was almost , identical to 
the government-Common Front settle- 
ment; In addition, a large part of the 
^funds that pay the salaries are govem- 
"^ment subsidies. If the government suc- 
ceeds in forcing the Common Front to; 
back down, they will be able to do the 
same to their workers. ' 

In the same way, by joining in the 
general strike next week, the university 
workers are making sure they will share 
in any victory by the Common Front 
. and are able to exact the same conces- 
sions from the universities. 

Street fightin' 

The general strike is still not certain. 
The government doesn't \yant to back 
down, but it knows a general strike 
could lead to violent sodal conflict 
depending on its reaction. 

The Common Front leaders aren't 
, anxious for confrontation either. Their 
members are well aware of the risks in- 
volved in illegal walkouts when hun- 
dreds of thousands are jobless. 

McGill's unionized employees will 
hold a strike vote on Sunday, but the 
real dedsion on whether they walk out 
next week or stay on the job depends on 
the agreement Premier René Lévesque 
and the.three.Commmon Front leaders 
reach, or fail to reach, in.the.next few 
days. ■ . : ^ i ;
